“We 
shouldn’t be proud that we have to 
make people become paupers before 
they can afford health care,” Florio 
continued. “We have a sick care 
system — not a health care system,” 
he chided. The Governor suggested a 
thinking through of policy for health 
care and a lobbying for appropriate 
needs and gave for an example 
Senator Richard J. Codey’s bill. 
Codey thinks of the homemaker/ 
home health aide services as “the 
first line of defense in the health care 
field.”

Ford Foundation Selects 
Babyland For Research 


The Ford Foundation, an interna- 
tional, private institution, determin- 
ed in 1988 to focus on urban 
revitalization and child development 
in poverty areas of America and 
overseas. 

Last month, the Board of Trustees 


l at Ford established an 18-month day 


care planning grant, to begin in July 
of this year, at Babyland Nursery, 
Inc. — a networking agency of the 
New Community Corporation. It will 
be the task of Babyland staff to 
research and report on needs, and 
methods, for the upgrading of day 
care locally, with a view of applying 
the methods nationally. Its report, en- 
titled Project Promote, will 
be synchronized with those of five 
other sites in America, each chosen 
by the Foundation to represent a 
specific, deprived segment of our 
society. 

The exchange of resources and ser- 
vices which exists between Babyland 
Nursery and the many components of 
the New Community Corporation 
was the lodestone which attracted the 


administrators at Ford to look to 
Babyland for the promotion of quali- 
ty day care nationally. 

The Clarion will carry a summary 
of the research findings and recom- 
mendations from Babyland at the 
conclusion of the study, along with 
relevant, local plans which will 
evolve from the study.

An architectural contract for work 
to be done on New Community 
Douglass-Harrison this year was 
signed on April 27th when New Com- 
munity Board Members Art Wilson, 
Newton Richards, and Joe 
Chaneyfield met with architect 
William Mikesell for the occasion. 

Approximately 2.5 million dollars 
in repair work is to be funded by the 
New Jersey Housing and Mortgage 
Finance Agency (NJHMFA) for 
replacement of roofs; repair and 
modification of the fire escapes, 
repairs to the roof parapets; installa- 
tion of new hallway and roof entry 


doors; new emergency hallway 
lighting and renovation of approx- 
imately 100 apartment units. The 
work will create a safer and more 
cheerful place to live. 

Another 1.2 million contract with 
Jansen and Rogan Engineers, P.A., 
also funded by NJHMFA will take 
care of the replacement of heat and 
hot water lines and installation of 
domestic hot water heaters, adding to 
the comfort of residents. 

Work is to begin in late July or ear- 
ly August and will certainly con 
tribute positively to the environment 
of the residents.

Her aspirations in- 
clude graduating from high school, 
passing her PSAT with high scores, 
attending college and improving her. 
parenting skills. She knows with the 
above elements and the inclusion of 
her strong belief in God that she is 
sure to improve the quality of life for 
her family unit. 

This summer Natasha is planning 
to attend the Upward Bound program 
at Seton Hall University. She is com- 
pleting her application process at this 
time. Natasha is very enthusiastic 
about this program which is design- 
ed to prepare students for college. The 
classes are credit courses and will be 
applied to her 12th grade cumulative 
credits. 

She shared that attending this pro- 
gram will be a great advantage for 
her since she plans to attend college 
after graduation.

Children At Harmony House 


If you like to read and can donate 
just two hours of your time each 
month, the children and teenagers 
living at New Community Harmony 
House need you! Harmony House has 
been selected as a site for the Newark 
Literacy Campaign’s “I Can Do 
That!” Family Literacy Project. This 
new and exciting program helps 
youth from preschool through the 
twelfth grade learn to read better by 
providing them with the single most 
powerful reading lesson — being read 
to from books they love! The goal of 
“I Can Do That!” is to help children 
naturally develop both reading profi- 
ciency and a love of reading books. 

Harmony House needs volunteers 
to read to children. Volunteers will be 
trained in June, and are asked to 
donate two hours a month. Reading 
sessions are planned for both day 
time and evening. 


The project will use field-tested 
books that the Newark Literacy Cam- 
paign has used successfully in its 
tutorials — books which children and 
teenagers in Newark absolutely love 
to read.

When the youngsters of New Com- 
munity’s After School Program 
boarded the bus on May 23rd, the 
year was 1991. Upon arriving at our 
destination it was the turn of the cen- 
tury. How can this be you ask? Well 
let me tell you a little of our 
adventures. 

Our trip on this particular day was 
to Fosterfields Living Historical 
Farm. The farm is a re-creation of the 
agricultural techniques used at the 
turn of the century. The property 
known today as Fosterfields has been 
cultivated since the 18th century. 
During the Revolutionary War, 
General Henry Knox was believed to 
have had his headquarters here. 

In 1852, the grandson of Paul 
Revere, Joseph Warren Revere, pur- 
chased the farm. On the land he built 
a Gothic Revival mansion which he 
named “The Willows.” In his later 
years he could not take care of the 
mansion. He began to rent it out to 
Charles Foster Grant. Mr. Grant 
bought the property in 1881. At his 
death in 1927, the farm was passed 
to his daughter. The farm filled with 
much history was donated by Miss 
Caroline Foster shortly before her 
death at the age of 102, in 1979. 

The tour of the farm leads you along 
a path to 19 different sites of life at 
the turn of the century. 

Once again history came to life and 
was fun!

Mr. Sinclair began his long and 
varied career as a volunteer helping 
in 180’s kitchen. He extended himself 
to registering people for the Lunch 
Program and delivering Meals-on- 
Wheels to shut-ins. (NC Associates 
has a Congregate Nutrition 
Program). 


When NC Social Services at 
Associates became short-staffed last 
November, Mr. Sinclair helped out as 
much as he could in that area, keep- 
ing tenant records accurate and cur- 
rent, renewing prescriptions and 
energy assistance entitlement, and 
helping tenants apply for tax rebates, 
air cooling benefits, personal care and 
homemaking services.

During the month of May the Nor- 
thern New Jersey Eye Institute of- 
fered free screening in four of the NC 
Senior Residences. 

Bright and early on a Monday 
morning they arrived at NC Douglas 
Homes, having already toured the 
city looking for Hill Street. 

Fourteen tenants were tested for 
glaucoma and cateracts and had their 
vision checked. 

At the end of the session, each par- 
ticipant had a chance to win a $10 
food certificate to one of Pathmarks’ 
major competitors.* Another cer- 
tificate was presented to be used in 
the building. Mabel Kearney, Presi- 
dent of the Tenants’ Association, 
received it with delight, quickly 
deciding which item it would pur- 
chase for “Dinner at Douglas” in 
honor of Older Amerricans Month. 

Marsha Taylor, Director of Com- 
munity Relations for the Institute, 
which is located at 71 Second Street 
in South orange, was gratified when 
her staff found a gentleman already 
diagnosed as having glaucoma, who 
had not used the prescribed drops for 
two years. Perhaps he thought his eye 
problems were taken care of once he 
got new glasses. Happily, the screen- 
ing gave the staff of the Eye Institute 
the opportunity to set him straight. 

Laura Comppen, NCC’s ubiquitous 
photographer, learned that glaucoma 
is a quiet disease; one can be symp- 
tom free and still have it. Conse- 
quently, regular testing is important. 

I learned that Black and Hispanic 
people are much more susceptible 
than others to glaucoma. It’s a bless- 
ing that organizations such as the 
Northern New Jersey Eye Institute 
make themselves available for 
regular eye screening programs in all 
the NC Senior Buildings (with a lit- 
tle help from Joyce Cook, Senior Pro- 
grams Coordinator for Social 
Services).
